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GENERAL PREPARATION 


It is really importanł to launder your fabric (according to the SIZE CHART 
manufacturer's instructions) before you begin - this allows for shrinkage. Size Bust Waist Hips

First of all, after you have cuł ouł your pattern pieces, make your neckline 10 35" 28" 38" 
binding (see opposite page). On the blouse you can overlock or zig zag 12 37% 30” 40' 
stitch the bottom, top and side edges of the sleeves, the armhole, edges 14 39" 39" 49' 
if attaching sleeves (don't bother if you are making the sleeveless version 16 a 34° 44 
as you will be bias binding the armhole edges), and the bottom edge of m 43° 36 46"

Pussy Bow Tie Blouse Instructions

With RST pin Front and Back Fold binding over and pin

Make sure the centre back notch on the collar 
aligns with the centre back notch on the blouse.

Neck line Bias Binding 


You will need to make your neck binding from the same fabric you are making your blouse with 


(the binding for your sleeveless version can be the ready made shop bought type). 


You can make your binding very simply by folding in each long edge of your neck binding strip 


towards the centre by lem and pressing the edges flat. Or if you have a bias binding maker, you 


can use that instead.
